St. Paul Woman Bequeathes 


Her Millions to Those Who 


Are in Need. 


St Paul, Minn., Feb. 13.—The will of 


Mrs. Cornelia Day Wilder Appleby, 
only daughter of the late Amherst H. 
Wilder, the well known millionaire 
railroad contractor, was made public 
yesterday. 
Under the terms of her 


father's will she had received an in- 
come from two-thirds of his estate, the 
whole being valued at over J3,000,00t), 
hut one-third of the entire estate came 
to her on her marriage six years ago, 
so that the amount covered by the 
present will probably somewhat ex- 
ceed Jl.000,000. 


After providing an Income of $10,000 


per annum during the lifetime of her 
husband, Dr. T. B. W. V. Appleby, and 
making a number of minor bequests, it 
is provided .that the bulk of the large 
estate be invested for the benefit of 
the worthy poor of the city of St. Paul, 
without regard to color or religious be- 
lief, and Independently of any organ- 
ized charities, hospitals or other insti- 
tutions, with a central or administra- 
tion building from which what is to be 
known as the Amherst H. Wilder char- 
ity shall be carired on. Trained nurses 
are to be regularly employed and pro- 
vided for the needs of the worthy poor. 


It is specifically provided that no 


politician or public official shall have 
anything to do with the administration 
of the charity. Mrs. Appleby devoted 
much of her time to the care of the 
poor and distressed of the city, and 
some such charity was in furtherance 
also by a clause in her father's will, 
which had been canceled on her mar- 
riage. If Mrs. Wilder adds her portion 
to the proposed charity, as is under- 
stood to be her intention, its value will 
bs close to $5,000,000.

Captain Hobson is a striking fig- 


ure. Tall, erect, handsome and fair, 
splendidly equipped mentally, gifted 
as an orator and his whole nature 
pulsating with tho dash and the force 
that has characterized his life, he 
held 
the closest 
attention of his 


hearers for two hours. 
The young 


naval constructor believes America 
to be the coming world-power and he 
pleads eloquently for a navy com- 
mensurate with the duties and're- 
sponsibilities which confront Amer- there, 
ica In its growth and development. 


The speaker was presented in 
a 


graceful introduction by Charles R. 
Lane and at the outset Captain Hob- 
son declared that the matter of an 
adequate navy was the most import- 
ant subject that should enlist the 
ttcr. 


interest of Americans 
today. 
We 


are, 
he said, beginning a new era 


of our country's history; we have 
stepped out into the role of a mighty 
•world power. Patriotic duty is no 
completed until American 
citizens 


take into account their 
country's 


position in the world—her new du 
ties, opportunities and responsibili 
ties. Naturally an inland people, we 
forget the affairs of the sea. Return- 
ing volunteers keep before the coun-

Captain Hobson epitomized briefly 


the naval accomplishments

HAD AN OBSCTTBE ORIGIN. 


From the fact that it was found 


in the hands 
of the 
Australian 


aboriginal when first the white man 
landed on the shores of the great 
southern continent there has grown 
a belief that it is purely and par- 
ticularly a weapon of the black fel- 
low and that it had its origin with 
him, an origin as much obscured by 
the mists of an unrecorded past as 
is his own, for whence the black fel- 
low came is a conundrum which 
none can, answer.

The finishing touches were 
put.on the new wing last week an<! 
during the past few days the furuJ' 
ture has been put in the rooms. 


The addition faces on Washington 


street and is of brick, with four stories 
and basement 
The cost, including 


everything except the furniture, was 
$t?,000, and the wing contains twenty 
three rooms, which will give accommo- 
dations for nearly double the number 
of patients th'at could be taken care 
of in the old building alone, 
rooms are well lighted and ventilate 
and equipped in the most up-to-date 
manner. A three-story porch twelv 
feet wide built along the south fron 
of the new wing is a feature that wil 
be greatly appreciated by 
patients. 


Tho basement contains the nurses 


dining room, kitchen, cooled 
stor 


room, root cellar and laundry, all 
which are well lighted. There is a 
entrance on a level with the sldewal 
leading to the elevator shaft for pa 
t.lents who are brought to the hospital 
in the ambulance or carriage.

merly It was necessary to bring pa- 
tents into the building through the 
Barr street entrance up a flight of 
steps, occasioning them more or less

I commodation of bodies, which will do 


away with the necessity of removing 
them to an undertaking shop to be pre- 
pared for burial.

On each floor there is a bath room, 


with a porcelain bath tub and every 
necessary appliance for . proper sani- 
tation.

The rooms are furnished

alike, the furniture consisting of an 
iron bedstead, pivot bedside table, 
rocker, combination dresser and wash- 
stand and a plain stool, all painted 
•white. Each room was furnished at 
.a cost of $95.10. There are closets 
in all the rooms for bed clothes, towels, 
etc. An electric push button by each 
bed is connected with an indicator in 
the • hallway on every floor, enabling 
the patient to summon a nurse in a 
moment. 


The elevator is located in the north- 


west corner of the old building and is 
readily accessible from the old and 
new entrances. The elevator is oper- 
ated by electricity and was Installed 
last year at a cost of $1,000, largely 
through the efforts of the ladies' com- 
mittee. . 


The room in the old building former- 


ly used as the men's ward has been di- 
vided into four rooms, two single 
rooms and two rooms that will bo used 
as the women's ward. The old oper- 
ating room on the first floor will be. 
fitted up with an X-ray and. other elec- 
trical appliances. 


The equipment of Hope hospital is 


of the very best and it has every fa- 
cility, for caring for the sick. The hos- 
pital Is under the 'efficient manage- 
ment of Mrs. Fournier, who is ably as- 
sisted by Miss Mary Dyble as super- 
visor, and a corps of nineteen regular 
nurses and four students, or "proba- 
tioners." There are two Internes, Dr. 
Price and Dr. Sellers. There are at 
present nearly fifty patients in the hos- 
pital and a number of applications are

My brothers and sisters, can 
it be possible that we do not believe 
that the

sible that you and I do not believe 
the omnipotent hand of Christ is able 
to lift the vilest of sinners out of 
their sins if they will only reach up 
for that saving hand?

easily see the faults of the younge 
brother; they were open and scand 
alous." But the faults of the elder 
brother, being decorously covered up 
by dutiful conduct, are not so easily 
recognized. In estimating character 
on God's lines, -we have to ask not 
only what a man has done, but what 


' he is. Meanness and unbrotherliness 


and cruelty in the heart deface a 
man's character as indelibly as open 
iniquity. They make men, as Christ 
said, like "waited sepulchres, which 
indeed appear beautiful outward, but 
fere within full of dead men's bones 
and of all uncleanness." 
Therefore, 


X place my chief emphasis upon the 
sinful life of the elder brother, to 
ehow that the so-called respectable 
eins of self-righteousness are, of all 


that it is the duty of the preacher to 
warn his hearers against them. 


The elder brother 
is the modem 


Pharisee, who thanks God that he is 
not as other men. He complacently 
looks upon the drunkard and the so- 
cial outcast, and the pauper, and says 
to his friends: "Just look at'me. I 
never had any more advantages than 


ly placed about the doomed throat 
by white fingers, a-glitter with dia- 
mond rings. Because you, oh elder 
brother, stay at home and live under 
your father's roof, that is no reason 
why you may not be living tea thou- 
sand miles away from your father's 
love. I do not believe there is a 
more contemptible character painted 
in all the word-pictures of the Bible 
than this cold-blooded, unforgiving, 
sneering carping elder brother, who 
•was ready to take every advantage 
he could over his fellowmen, if he 
could only do so without disobeying 
the letter of the law. Instead of be- 
ing drunk with wine, he was intoxi- 
cated with self-conceit and selfish- 
ness. Instead of being a beggar, or 
earning his bread by tending swine, 
ie was ready to unkennel the blood- 
hounds of vindictive rancor, which 
would tear a repentant brother limb 
from limb. 


The elder brother thinks that his 


Divine Father's house is not big 
enough to hold two sons. He feels 
that if his brother is 
allowed to

seen what joy came into the father's 
heart at the return of his repentant 
son. 
He would have immediately 


said, "What difference does money 
make if I can only make 
father 


happy? Away with the question of 
dollars and cents if my brother's re- 
turn is only a true return." So 
every Christian today, if he is the 
right kind of a Christian, does not 
think about the social condition of 
his repentant fellow man. 
He im- 


mediately says, when- the publican 
bows at the mercy seat, ''Oh, the joy 
aud the rapture of heaven; oh, the 
look of triumphant love which is 
upon my Divine Father's face; oh, 
the celestial music which in great 
tidal waves 
of sound 
is rolling 


through the golden boulevards of 
the New Jerusalem; oh, the angelic 
voices in heaven which are every- 
where shouting 
the glad tidings, 


'The prodigal 
has returned, 
the 


prodigal has returned to his Father's 
house!' " There ought to be joy on 
earth as well as joy in heaven over 
one sinner that 
repenteth. There 


To point to worlds, both bright and 


fair, 


And see the pagans how in prayer, 


. Is all my soul's delight. 


The elder brother does not realize 


fully that his 
Divine Father- is 


showing more magnanimity in bear- 
ing with his respectable meanness, 
than in welcoming back the repent- 
ant prodigal boy. I feel sorry for 
the-wife who is married to a drunk- 
ard, or to a gambler, or to a disso- 
lute 
clubman. That must be a 


crushing cross for a mother to carry 
for the sake of her children. To feel 
that for the baby's welfare she must 


mMt loriag, and yet most pleading, 
rebuke ever spoken by the lip* of 
any of ths characters of the Bible. 
That is a Christ-love pleading for 
you and me to come into the Fath- 
er's house, and nestle as a lamb in 
His bosom. 


But, after all, the most impressive 


part of the elder brother's history 
is the abrupt way in which the para- 
ble ends. 
There is no 
doubt but 


that the younger son was forgiven. 
No doubt the repentant prodigal was 
able to enjoy the rest and the home 
pleasures of his father's house. But 
how about that 
cynical, self-satis- 


fied, and complaining elder brother? 
Did he ask forgiveness of his father? 
Did he go into the banquet where 
the feast was being celebrated? 
I 


do not know. I cannot telL The 
parable ends with the earnest plea 
of the father. 
We must take the 


rest as we will. Personally, I have 
my doubts about the salvation of 
that elder brother. It is sometimes 
far easier for the sinner down in the 
slums to come to Christ than for the 
rich son, living in a luxurious pal- 
ace. A London missionary was one 
night called up to go to a dying girl. 
This wayward child at the time was 
living in a dissolute house. 
When 


the missionary entered the room he 
found a sinful sister holding in her 
arms the head of the dying girl, and 
she was saying, "Jennie, it is all 
right; put your love and trust in 
Jesus. He died for just such sinful 
girls as we are. 
Jennie, put your 


faith in Jesus Christ." Yes, we can 
all feel that Christ died for the prod- 
igal son, but it is awfully hard for 
some of the sinful 
elder brothers 


and sisters to feel that it was neces- 
sary for Jesus Christ 
to die for 


them, and their sins. My elder 
brother in sin, are you going to stay 
out of your Father's 
house? Are 


you going to refuse to put your faith 
in Christ, and come into the mar- 
riage banquet of the Lamb?

The 'secretary stated 
that the secretary of war, after con- 
sulting with the commander in chief, 
had submitted to the king a recom- 
mendation that, the association in this 
country, as well as in India, should be 
allowed to bear the prefix "Royal," 
as his majesty had graciously noti- 
fied his approval that the association 
would in future be known by that title. 
'In"their"repp'rtrtHe executive' com- 
mittee stated that'37 new branches 
had been formed during the half-year, 
•making a total of 409. Of this total, 
49 were in South Africa, where the 
work was progressing steadily. Forty- 
five, officers had intimated their readi- 
neiB to form branches in the -militia. 
Lord Boberts said he noted with satis- 
faction that although the greater part 
of the army had been in South Africa, 
an extraordinary number of men in 
the United Kingdom had joined the 
association. He was especially pleased 
that the association had been so suc- 
cessful among the recruits. He hoped 
that in all new barracks provision of 
rooms for the use of members of the 
association will be recognized as part 
of the establishment.—National Advo- 
cate.
